DEMAND TO BE MADE 
FOR LETTERS IN CASE 


.. Alleged Boosts for Pris- 
oner Have Been With- 
held From Public by the 
Prison Board. 


Declaring that the public fs enti- 
tled to all facts relative to state in- 
stitutions, Representaitve A. J. Per- 
ryman, Jr., chairman of the house 
penitentiary committee, announced 
Monday night that an immediate 
probe will be made of the escape 
of Abe Powers, convicted member 
of the Woodward bunco syndicate, 
from the state farm at Milledgeville 
. Several months oga. 

A meeting of the penitentiary 
committee will be held Tuesday 
morning at the capitol, and the 
Powers escape will be called to the 
attention of the members by Chair- 
man Perryman, with the request 
that a full invéstigation be made of 
reports that the prisoner was al- 
lowed privileges too soon after be- 
ing convicted in the Fulton county 
superior court, and was not prop- 
erly guarded. 

One of the features of the in- 
vestigation is expected to come in 
Warden J. E. Smith's 
fore the committee and as the result 
of a demand on the prison commis- 
sion to place In the posséssion of the 
investigators certain letters from 
prominent officials and _ citizens 
which are said to have highly rec: 
ommended the bunéd operator to 
Warden Smith. 

Letters Sent Smith. 

After Powers’ escape on April 16, 
Warden Smith ts said to‘have stated 
that on account of these recommen- 
dations, which declared that the 
prisoner could be trusted, and that 
his health was imparied,. he had 
allowed Powers to perform light 
juties. : 

Chairman Davison, of the prison 
rommission, was requested to make 
public these communications 
voon after he arrived in Atlanta 
following an investigation of the 
escape. The escape of Powers, the 
chairman reported, was not the re- 
eault of any inside assistance or 
plot, and the priaon officials were 
not to be censured. He refused, 
however, to make the letters pub- 
lic or to divulge the names of the 
authors. 

Chairman Perryman reached a de- 
cision to investigate the escape of 
Powers Monday morning following 
the house’s action in refusing to 
reconsider the Arnoki resolution 
which provided for the abolition 
of all appropriations to committees 
making annual imepections of the 
various state institutions. 

Defeat Vote to Reconsider. 

During the debate, Mr. Perryman 

asked Representative Arnold if he 
favored discontinuing annual inves- 
tigation of the penitentiary and 
ether institutions. The author of 
‘the resolution replied that he did 
not, and when the vote was taken 
his motion to reconsider was de- 
feated by a vote of 88 to 77. 
' In discussing his reason for op- 
posing passage of the resolution, the 
chairman stated that he did not 
favor giving the prison commission 
uncheckea control of the various 
penal institutions, while there was 
also a report that the commission 
was sponsoring its passage. 

“The state welfare board was

committee last week. The senate 
committee has taken the attitude 
of inviting all those interested in 
the measure to come before it and 
oppose any undue hasty action, 

The bill was introduced in the 
senate by Senator Golucke, of the 
nineteenth, and seeks to amend the 
constitution so as to allow taxes to 
be levied on incomes, gro@s earn- 
ings of corporations, output of cor- 
porations and occupations. It Is 
recommended by Governor Hard- 
wick and was drawn by Tax Com- 
missioner Fullbright. No seale of 
taxes is embodied in the bill which 
is a simple amendment to the con- 
stitution, leaving the fixing of the 
amounts of the taxes to a future 
legislature. It is offered to take 
the place of the present advalorem 
system. 

Goulcke’s Appeal. 

Senator Golucke appeared before 
the committee stating: “I appear 
before you as introducing this bill 
at the request of the Hardwick ad- 
ministration. For seventy-five 
years the state haa been under the 
advalorem system, but our needs

Cruiser Is Sunk 
By Air Bombers 
In All-Day Test 


Seventy-Eight Bombs Drop- 
ped in Determined Effort 
to Sink Boat. 


On Board the Destroyer Leary En 
Route to Norfolk, Va., July 18.—(By 
the Associated -Press.)—Bombing 
aircraft destroyed the former Ger- 
man light cruiser Frankfurt late to- 
day 60 miles east of Virginia capes 
after an all-day attack which both 
navy and army air officers had be- 
gun to fear would be unsuccessful. 
A bomb, which failed to hit the tar- 
get, but exploded in the water close 
by the starboard side near the bow, 
sent the cruiser down. 

Up to the time this bomb, a 600- 
pounder, was launched at 4:22 p. m. 
by an army Martin plane from 
Langley Field, Va., the Frankfurt 
had withstood eleven direct hits, 
five of them “duds,” without being 
vitally damaged, and preparations 
for a gunfire attack on her by five 
destroyers had béen put under way. 

As the bomb left its carriage un- 
der the great wings of the Martin 
plane from an altitude of about 1,600 
feet, it appeared as though it would 
strike on the fo’ castle deck. It 
missed by a scant few feet and upon 
striking the water exploded with 
terrific force. The Frankfurt lit- 
erally was forced up several feel by

LIKE WILD BEASTS 
CONVICTS BATTLE 
AS PRISON BURNS 


Western Pennsylvania 
Penitentiary Is Scene of 
Terrific Struggle as 1,000 
Inmates Riot. 


FOURTEEN INJURED 
IN ESCAPE EFFORT 


Twelve Buildings Burnt 
to Ashes—State Troops 
Guard Cursing Criminals 
With Machine Guns. 


Pittsburg, July 18.—The interior 
of the main building of the Western 
penitentiary of Pennsylvania, on the 
Ohio river, was wrecked, a dozen 
smaller” buildings connected with 
the institution were burned and 14 
persons, niné of them convicts, were 
injured Monday afternoon in what 
is declared to have been the great- 
est prison riot and attempted pris- 
on delivery in the history of the 
United States. 

The nine injured convicts were 
shot by city police, county detectives 
and prison guards. Three probably 
will die. Three city polic2men and 
@ district fire chief were injured 
in the rioting, and a city fireman 
was seriously burned. 

Fire Loss $150,000. 

The fire loss is estimated at $150,- 
000. 

The outbreak began with a fist 
fight during mess hour. Being 
long-termers, many of the prisan- 
ers are desperate and the tracte- 
ble. element found in the majority

convicts Tad been cranky of late. 
The men wanted more, cigarettes. 
The women inmates wanted face 
powder. But most of all, from re- 
cent indications in the prison, all 
wanted excitement and relief from 
the terrible day-after-day unevent- 
ful monotony, although they prob- 
ably could not have said for them- 
selves just what they did want. 
They were restive and restless. 

Two big batches of long-term 
prisoners were received from other 
prisons and noon Monday was the 
first time the newcomers had been 
assigned to places in their respec- 
tive mese6es. 


Trouble Begins. 


At noon, then, two notorious trou- 
ble-makers got into a fist fight. 
Guards in the mess hall rushed them 
to pry them apart. This seemed to 
be the signal, prearranged by the 
lip-reading grapevine communica- 
tion of the convicts, for an out- 
break. A sugar bowl whizzed over 
the heads of the diners and etruck 
one of the guards. Instantly the 
others leaped on the tables and bBe- 
gan throwing tableware, or pulling 
the chairs apart and beating the 
guards with the rungs. In the pris- 
on yard, at this moment, guards 
saw smoke plumes culing up from 
the frame ehop buildings and a 
moment later the fire alarm rang. 

By this time the entire prison 
was in an uproar comparable to 
nothing ever heard before by the 
oldest guards. The 1,000 caged men 
and women seemed to have gone 
suddenly raving mad and shrieks 
of anger mingled with the clatter 
of fire apparatus and the excited 
shouts of the prison authorities 
trying to fight fire and riot at 
once.

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city physi- 
cian, to whose attention the pub- 
‘lic health service report on pel- 
lagra conditions was called 
Monday, stated that a substantial 
decrease in pellagra has been 
noticed in Atlanta. Statistics 
of his office show, he said, that 
for the year just ending only one 
death:from pellagra in Atlanta 
has been reported. 

As to pellagra throughout the 
state, other experts said that no 
figures are yet available on im- 
mediate conditions, but that 
prospects for the state’s crops, 
other than cotton, would indicate 
thatan improvement may be ex- 
pected in the situation, which 
government's figures would in- 
dicate to be alarming.

Washington, July 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The house late to- 
day put long staple cotton on the 
dutiable list with an advalorem rate 
of 15 per cent. The' duty will ap- 
Diy only to eotton with a staple 
one and one-eighth inches in length, 
and affect only imports of Egyp- 
tian or other cotton not compara- 
ble to the ordinary commodity pro- 
duced in the south. 

Members were in doubt as to what 
compensatory rates on! all eotton 
goods wowld be considered neces 
sary by reason of the imposition of 
a tax on the raw product. There 
was no explanation of the commit- 
tee’s action in deciding at the last 
moment not to take the ordinary 
variety of cotton such as is raised 
in the south from the free list. 

Oil went on the free list by a 
house vote of more than 2 to 1. 

With of] out of the way the house 
was plunged into great disorder due 
to a protest by Mr. Garner against 
an amendment offered by Repre- 
sentative Longworth, Ohio, a mem- 
ber of the committee, to increase 
the rate on citric acid. Submission 
of it as a committee amendment 
when no full meeting of the com- 
mittee had been held Mr. Garner 
declared, violated the right of mil- 
nority members. Representative 
Garrett denounced it as calculated 
“to deetroy parliamentary govern- 
ment.”

WHEN TOLD SITUATION 


Chairman Cites Instances 
of Graft and Styles Man- 
agement “Incompetent 
and Vicious.”

Washington, July 18.—Gross ex- 
travagance, “incompetent and _ vi- 
cious mismanagement,” and a con- 
dition which even approached dis- 
honesty in administering the public 
money are charged by A. D. Lasker, 
chairman of the shipping board, in 
disclosing an amazing condition of 
financial losses suffered by Ameri- 
ca’s merchant marine under the old 
board. 

The shipping board’s books, for 

the paet fiscal year, are in such a 
deplorable conditon, according to 
Lasker, that there is justification of 
the suspicion that the board in- 
tended to deceive congress and the 
public as to the true condition of 
the “financial debacle.” 
_In a statement issued Mdanday, 
Lasker said he had disclosed’ the 
situation. to President Harding but 
a few minutes previously and that 
the president was “shocked and dis- 
mayed”. that such a condition could 
exist. 


Dyring the last year, according 
Laskér, the board spent $160,000,000 
authorized By congress, $80,000,000 
which was on hand at the begin- 
ning of the year and  $200,000,000 
which represented the sale of as- 
sets that had been returned to the 
board’s treasury. In addition to 
this $380,000,000, the board spent 
$300,000,000 which was received from 
the operation of vessels, Lasker said, 
making a total expenditure of $680,- 
000,000. 

Lasker said he would go before 
congress Tuesday to ask for $300,- 
000,000, which “simply would be 
throwing g00d money after bad.” 
Lasker cited many instances of 
graft in the shipping board and said 
that of the four hundred million dol- 
lars marked up last year for operat- 
ing disbursements, three hundred 
million could not be accounted for. 
There were no vouchers or other 
papers to show how it had been 
spent, he asserted.

Official Announcement

!- Lendon, July 18.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The Irish negotia- 
tions have taken an unexpected de- 
velopment late tonight. Sir James 
Craig, the Ulster premier, on leav- 
ing for Belfast, made an important 
statement, which appears to forbid 
any hope of assembling a confer- 
ence such as Premier Lloyd-George 
proposed between himself. Mr. De 
Valera and the Ulster premier. 

The Ulster leader maintains that 
the Sinn Feiners themselves, by can- 
testing the elections for the north- 
ern parliament on a platform of “no 
partition,” in which they were 
roundly defeated, have recognized 
Ulster’s claim to self-determination 
and, so far as his words have been 
Interpreted for: the present, he 
}seems to wash his hands of any fur- 
ther participation in the peace ne- 
gotiations, 

Sir James sald: 

“Well Satisfied.” 

“IT return home well satisfied 
with the efforts being. made. to- 
wards peace. Mr. de Valera has 
broken his silence and cleared the 
ground by his statement to the 
press that he proposes to found his 
claim on recognition of the right of 
self-determination.” 

The Ulster premier contended that 
the people of northern Ireland in

I feel that our interests 
are ably represented in the impe- 
rial parliament, and, of course, our 
serVices are available at any mo- 
ment.”

Real Thrill. 

The second phase of the attack, 
carried out by navy and army Mar- 
tin bombers with 520 and 600-pound 
bombs, furnished the real thrill of 
the day. The navy Martine opened 
it at 2:28 p. m. and scored an im- 
mediate hit, the explosion tearing 
a hole in the port side of the deck 
near the firet smoke funnel, but 
the protective deck was undam- 
aged. Another bomb from the three 
navy Martins struck near the stern 
of the ship and passed through the 
hull, coming out on the water line, 
failing to explode. Still another 
passed through a searchlight plat- 
form on the main mast, wrecking 
the searchlight and landing at the 
base of the mast, twisting and tear- 
ing the deck plating and tearing 
away part of the steel plating 
around the base of the after smoke 
stack. 

When the official observers 
boarded the ship after this attack, 
they found the upper decking and 
super structure from the bridge to 
the afterhouse torn and twisted, but 
none of ,the bombs had gone 
through the protective deck and the 
engines and boilers undamaged. All 
of the guns on the deck, includ- 
ing the anti-aircraft weapons, were 
in working order, though all ere 
pitted by being struck by flying 
fragments of etee] torn away by 
the explosion. 

Two Bull’s-Kyes. 

While the observers were aboard 
for this inspection, a fleet of six 
army Martin bombers arrived from 
Langley field, and circled about 
overhead. They were followed by 
three naval planes of the trans-At- 
lantic NC type, but the work of 
the army bombers was so effective 
that these craft eubsequently were 
ordered not to attack. The observ- 
ers wére aboard the target for half 
an hour and Captain Lawton, of the 
army fleet, sent a message saying 
that unless he could attack within 
fifteen minutes he would be forced 
to return to his base as this fuel 
was running low.

Death Blow. 

Three more bombs were dropped 
by the army craft without effect, 
the twelfth bomb sent down struck 
near the bow, giving the ehip her 
death blow.

Fiye Cotton Section Re- 
serve Bank Governors 
Meet With Harding in 
Washington. 


Washington, July 18.—Repre- 
sentatives of the five federal re- 
eerve districts comprising the major 
cotton growing sections of the 
country will meet tomorrow with 
Governor Harding, of the federal 
reserve board, to formulate a uni- 
form policy for cotton loans during 
the coming marketing season. 

Those expected to attend are. J. 
J. Z Miller, governor of the Kan- 
sas City Reserve bank; George J. 
Seay, governor of the Richmond 
bank; David C. Biggs, governor of 
the St. Louis bank; M. B. Wellborn, 
governor of the Atlanta bank, and 
W. F. Ramsey, chairman of the 
board of the Dallas bank. 

A representative of the San Fran- 
cisco bank, the only other cotton- 
growing section of the country, 
could not attend the conference be- 
cause of insufficient time to reach 
Washington from the Pacific coast, 
but Governor Harding explained 
that the cotton situation on the 
coast was not related to the other 
districts. The purpose of the con-

Atlantic City, N. J. July 18.—Pi-

was discovered and confiscated, an 
upidentified steamer was seen ma- 
neuvering just outside the three mile 
limit -ff Wildwood. Revenue cut- 
‘ters were sent to watch it. The 
vessel disappeared, but not before, 
officials think, it had discharged 
a cargo of whisky. 
. Prohibition officers declared to- 
day they are confident smuggling 
of intoxicants on this coast is 
being conducted on a tremendous 
scale. Cargoes worth vast fortunes 
are believed to have been brought 
from: foreign countries, transferred 
to small boats at night and cached 
in unfrequented spots. 

It is thought probable that the 
“blockade runners” have also trans- 
ferred their illegal cargoes to ves- 
sels bearing authoritative clear- 
ance papers. This, the officers say. 
would account for the strange ac- 
tions of the “mystery ships.” Their 
explanation is this: 

“The captain of the liquor-laden 
vessel is instructed to meet another 
vessel, bound for an American port, 
at a given point along the coast, 
and transfer his liquor, which can 
then be landed with a legitimate 
cargo.

Continuing, he declared that 
there is no foundation to rumors of 
an extra gession, 

“If we do our duty and hold our 
appropriations down to rock bottom 
basis,” he declared, “there cannot 
possibly be any need of an extra 
session.” 

In line with recent agitation to 
abolish district agricultural schools, 
Senator Golucke, of the nineteenth, 
introduced a resolution calling for 


an investigation of the work of 
these schools and a comprehensive 
report of findings to the next ses- 
sion of the legislature. The report is 
to include a statement on the work 
being done by the schovuls and a de- 
tailed account of its cost. 

Claim has been made that the dis- 
trict schools do not teach any agri- 
culture as they should and could be 
consolidated with high schools of 
the state, permitting more money to 
be given the State College of Agri- 
culture at Athens. Senator Golucke 
asked for the investigation, which 
Will be made without cost to the 


state. 
Warm Debate. 


When adjournment was taken a 
bill was before the body calling for 
abulition of the present tax equali- 
zation system. This measure was 
introduced by Senators Womble, of 
the twenty-fifth, and Johns, of the 
twenty-seventh, and precipitated a 
warm debate when it came up fer 
passage. The measure was carried 
over as unfinished business until 
Tuesday. 

Senators Womble and Nix took 
the lead in the fight for the bill, de- 
claring that tax equilization boards 
cost the state a large sum annually 
and that they are unfair in assess- 
ments. Senator Nix urged the sen- 
ate to pass the bill as a wedge to 
force passage of the Income tax bill. 

Senator Bellah, of the forty-sec- 
ond, fought. the bill on oh boards 
that abolition of equalization boards 
would simply put the state back on 
a basis it was before there was a 
provision made for tax equalization. 


Increased Revenve. 

“The” present system may not be 
perfect, but it Is far better than no 
supervision on tax returns,” he de- 
clared. “If you repeal this equaliza- 
tion system and put nothing in its 
place conditions will be ten times 
worse than they now are.” 

He pointed to the increase in reve- 
nue for the state since the equaliza- 
tion system has beefi in effect. 

The bill by Senator Cone, of the 
forty-ninth, seeking to allow inheri- 
tance taxes to be collected on prop- 
erty outside the jurisdiction of the 
state came up for passage, but was 
set @s a specia) order for Tuesday 
in order that it might be recommit- 
ted to the appropriation and finance 
committee. 

A bill was introduced by Senator 
Johns, of the sixth, which seek to 
create a new senatorial district to 
be known as the fifty-second and to 
be composed of the counties of Cook, 
Berrien and Lanier.

GOMPERS PROTESTS 


Labor Leader Visits White 
House With Objection to 
Labor Plan. 


Washington, July 18.—President 
Gompers, of the American Federa- 
visited the white 
house today and protested to Pres- 
ident Harding against a resolution 
pending in congrese which would 
give the president authority to ad- 
mit Chinese labor into Hawaii. Mr. 
Gompers said the measure would

“The charge that only Chinese la~ 
bor can be used in Hawaii and that 
white labor cannot be obtained,” 
Mr. Gompers said after leaving the 
white house, “and the charge that 
the sugar industry there will not 
eupport decent wages, are untrue, 
and those most active in trying to 
secure the passage of the bill know 
they are untrue.” 

Mr. Gompers declared that reports 
on habor conditions in Hawail made 
by government officials had been 
suppressed by men “high in our 
government.” 

“As far back as April, 1913,’ Mr. 
Gompers said, “Richard Haleey, in- 
spector in charge at Honolulu, re- 
porting to the commissioner gen- 
eral of immigration, described the 
manner in which the most help- 
less and impoverished classes of 
Spanish, Portuguese and Philippi- 
nos were brought to Hawaii by 
the sugar planters then said, “it 
is certainly a fact that without 
them the plantations that have paid 
from 50 to 90 per cent on their 
original investment will not be able 
to continue to do so.’” 

Mr. Gompers quoted from a re- 
port of former Commissioner Gen- 
eral of Immigration Keefe, in which 
complaint was made that reports 
of conditions in Hawaii were being 
suppressed. 

“Parliamentary procedure in ref- 
erence to the joint resolution can 
hardly inspire one with sympath 
for the measure,” Mr. Gompers said, 
“but rather a feeling that some un- 
usual methods are being employed 
to force it through.

Prisoners could be 
seen frantically tugging at the 
steel bars on the windows as though 
to twist them with super-human 
strength. 

Rifle Shkhets Eche. 

A few prisoners with no appetite 
for war, ran to their cells for safe- 
ty and were thrown out into the 
corridors again, weeping and plead- 
ing for protection, for the reports 
of rifles were echoing through the 
corridors. Some of the fighters 
climbed to the fifth tier of cells at 
the t-p of the building and with 
their bare fingers yanked stones 
out of the masonry which they 
threw at firemen and guards. One 
fireman was drorped by a half- 
pound glass ink well.

Comiskey, the “Olid Roman” of 
baseball, and owner of the White 
Sox club, provided a sensation at 
the “Black Sox” conspiracy trial 
late Monday when he leaped from 
the witness stand in Judge Hugo 
Friznd’s court and shook his fist 
oe face of Attorney Penedict 

The tall, striking looking old gen- 
tleman, with the shock of gray hair, 
Who has been in baseball] for 47 
years, and who now owns and op- 
erates one of the most magnifictnt 
ball parks in the major leagues, 
lost control of hims2lf at a question 
from the attorney which he took 
as 4a personal insult. 

Attorney Short had been ques- 
tioning him with reference to his 
baseball career. 

“Is it not true, Mr, Comiskey,” 
the “Black Sox” lawyer asked, “that 
when you left the Cincinnati Na- 
tional league club of which vou had 
been first baseman and manager, 
you jumped your contract?” 

Comiskey reddened. 

“That is not true,” the witness 
deciar>d, jumping from the chair 
and starting toward the attorney.

As Comiskey enter2d the court 
room where his former pennant 
winners were grouped back of their 
great battery of lawyers, he drew 
his coat tails about him so that he 
would not touch the stars of the 
onec2 “greatest team in baseball.’’ 
They looked up at him in a pathetic 
endeavor to catch his eye, but he 
paid not the silghtest attention to 
them. 

When examination was resumed, 
Comiskey went into his personal 
baseball history. H’2 said he has 
been associated with baseball since 
1876, when he was pitching for the 
Milwaukee- club. He told of the 
various clubs he was with and the 
positions he held until] 1897 when he 
was manager and part owner of the 
St. Paul club. In 1900, he said, the 
franchise was moved to Chicago and 
the Western association team was 
changed to the American league,

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UNDUE HASTE. 
‘There is no disputing the fact 
that Georgia’s tax system is an- 
tequated, and inadequate to meet 
the demands of the time; and yet 
any complete change in the sys- 
tem, as for instance the complete 
abandonment of the ad valorem 
and the substitution therefore of 
a graduated income tax is so radi- 
cal that it is unthinkable that such 
a measure should be railroaded 
through a committee room with- 
ont giving the people, Doth op- 
ponents and proponents of such a 
hange, an opportunity to be 
heard on it. 

: Denial of a full and comprehen- 
sjve hearing before the committee 
on any widespread legislative 
measure tends to create rebellion 
om the floor that makes enactment 
more difficult. 

'There is a great difference of 
opinion in Georgia as to the wis- 
dem of this measure as it is 
framed. 

‘It provides that the legislature 
may have authority to levy a per- 
sonal income tax, a tax on the 
gross income of business enter- 
prises, and a tax on manufactured 
products, whether made in or out” 
side of this state; which levies 
may be in lieu of ad valorem taxes 
except when the latter may be 
mecessary to meet the principal 
ahd the interest in the state’s 
bonded debt. 

By the measure the people will 
be called upon to vest absolutely 
im the legislature its entire tax 
system, without the slightest lim- 
itations, and without the slightest 
retrictions, leaving it open to im- 
pose both an income and a prop- 
erty tax, and to punish, _ s 
chooses to do so, industry within 
Georgia, and without Georgia, 
where goods are sold in the State, 
without stint. Under it the sky is 
the limit—there is no statewide 
tax system referendum. 

There are thousands of good 
people in Georgia who believe that 
a uniform ad valorem is the fair- 
est tax that can be imposed. 

If ad valorem tax laws are en- 
forced rigidly on a basis of equali- 
zation there can be no argument 
about it. The fault with ad valo- 
rem taxation is not with the Sys- 
tem but with the enforcement. 

To say that there cannot be an 
enforcement of the law, with 
equity to all, is admitting a gov- 
ernmental weakness that is un- 
thinkable. 

There are thousands of people 
- in Georgia who believe that an in- 
come tax is fair—and, equitably 
framed, it is— 

But: they believe that, under the 
enormous federal burdens now 
imposed upon the average salaried 
man, adequate guards should be 
thrown around the right to levy 
such a tax so as to make sure that 
it will not be oppressive. 

To that enti both a property tax 
abd an income tax might be ad- 
visable. 

At any rate the importance of 
the question is such as to demand 
a full hearing, so that in the mul- 
titude of counsel the wisest course 


may be adopted. : 


THE DISTRICT SCHOOLS. 
It is gratifying that the real sit- 


uation in Georgia regarding her 
district agricultural schools is be- 
ing brought to the attention of the 
legislature and the people. 

‘The discussion that is resulting 
from a recent suggestion of the 
Augusta Chronicle that these 
schools should be discontinued be- 
cause some of them are not func- 
tipning as intended by the law 
creating them, will serve a good 
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will develop the strong and 
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weak links in the system, and 
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|strengthen the chain on the basis 
of the strongest link. 

The school at Tifton is meeting 
every requirement of the law. It 
is teaching practical farming 
along scientific lines; dairying, 
domestic science, and so on, with 
an experimental farm, fine herds 
of stock, and every equipment to 
bring the cause to a high state 
of efficiency. 

There are two or three others, 
}out of the twelve, that are doing 
good work, but not so good as 
the Tifton school. 

But the outstanding fact is that 
@ majority of the twelve district 
agricultural schools are no more 
than grammar schools; and that 
they are ignoring the spirit of the 
law under which they were cre- 
ated. 

The logic of the situation is 
that these schools must necessa- 
rily function alike, as part of one 
system, or the system as a whole 
must fall by its weakness. 

The annual appropriation 
$15,000 to each school. 

The state assumes that all the 
schools are functioning uniform- 
ly, and are of uniform efficiency, 
and COrréspondingly of uniform 
service to their districts. 

What the school at Tifton can 
do, all can do. Let that be the 
standard! 

If this agitation results in bring- 
ing all of the twelve schools to 
that standard, it will prove to have 
been of great benefit to the state. 

The schools should be main- 
tained—but as district agricultural 
schools as provided by law. 

It is up to the legislature to see 
that this is done.

THE FORESTRY CONGRESS. 
Few conventions of more wide- 
spread interest to the south have 
ever been held in Atlanta than 
that to convene here Wednesday 
looking to a conservation and 
proper legal protection of foresis 
in the southern states. 
This is to be the third annual 
meeting of the Southern Forestry 
congress, and it is not to be en- 
tirely a talkfest, though many of 
the most prominent men in Amcr- 
ica connected with forestry in its 
various branches are on the 
program of addresses. 
They include Gifford Pinchot, 
United States forestry commis- 
sioner, Colonel William B. Greely, 
United States forester, and others. 
On the other hand the congress 
will seek constructively to bring 
to the attention of the southern 
people, through a campaign of 
education, and through desired 
legislation in the several states, 
the unmistakable fact that the 
country is rapidly approaching a 
timber famine, and that intelli- 
gent and scientific methods of 
conservation and forestation must 
be adopted or the sequel will be 
bad conditions made far worse. 
In this the south, the home of 
the yellow pine, is particularly 
interested. 
It is expected that fully a thou- 
sand delegates will attend this 
convention, so keen is the interest 
in the south in all the angles of 
the forestry problem. 
Among the delegates will be a 
number of prominent women from 
various sections. 
State federations of women’s 
clubs everywhere are taking a 
strong interest in this matter, 
particularly the Georgia Federa- 
tion; and the Atlanta City Fed- 
eration, under the guidance of 
Mrs. Albert E. Thornton, its presi- 
dent, has been active in working 
out the various pre-convention de- 
tails looking to this Atlanta 
meeting, 

The labors of this convention 
may well be expected to play an 
important part in the future de- 
velopment of Georgia; and every 
man and woman in Atlanta, who 
can do so, should attend the 
meetings. Georgia forests are one 
of the most treasured assets, and 
it is a great pity that they have, 
to this time, yielded to a commer- 
cialism that has not been guided 
by either economic foresight or 
practical, not to say _ scientific 
conservation.

The Work Being Done 
By the District School 


The Test of Prudence 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON 


The Davis highway bill, which has 
received the favorable report of the 
committee on general agriculture 
No. 2, will probably be reached today 
or tomorrow in the house in regular 
calendar order. The bill is not dis- 
Similar to two or three other bills 
that were adversely reported, by 
unanimous vote, by the committee 
on highways. In brief it provides: 

That after deducting 4 per cent 
for expenses of the state department 
in collecting the motor vehicle ‘ax 
that 15 per cent shall be left in the 
hands of the highway commission to 
pay its expenses, and that the re- 
maining 85 per cent be spent in the 
various counties according to the 
post road mileage in the counties, 
respectively, the high way commis- 
sion directing and controlling the 
fund but consulting with the respec- 
tive county authorities before spend- 
ing the money. 

As to the bill, and its purposes, 1 
quote the author literally: 

“I am reported as being opposed 
to the highway commission and as 
seeking to destroy it. I have never 
said one word against the highway 
commission as such. I realize the 
importance to the state for such an 
institution. But those with whom I 
am associated feel that the money 
arising from motor vehicle taxes 
should in an equitable way be dis- 
tributed among the counties of the 
State in the construction of roads. 
This will satisfy the people and 
they will not support any elaborate 
Plan for the construction of reads 
in Georgia unless this is done. 

“We have to let the people see some 
of the benefits of good roads in all 
sections of the state before we can 
hope to pass such legislation as will 


insure the success of the plans of 
the highway commission. All the 
money now arising for road building 
comes from the motor vehicle tax 
and we can not get very far toward 
road building and bridge building 
with that tax alone.” 
+ . Bd - 

If there ever was a time for con- 
servative thought and action on any 
matter before the Georgia legisla- 
ture it is in the consideration of this 
Davis bill 

Nothing can be gained by playing 
politics with it on either side. 

Nothing can be gained by losing 
temper, and entering into an 
acrimonious debate, as occurred 
when a similar bill, introduced by 
Knight, of Berrien, first came up in 
the house two years ago. . 

Nothing can be gained by not 
having a free and full and an edu- 
cational discussion about the whole 
highway situation in Georgia, based 
on facts and on reason. 

Nothing can be gained by an out- 
cropping of sectional jealousies, or 
of a fight between the large and 
small counties, on a basis of their 
relative sizes, and fancied and 
alleged discriminations. 

Building a system of state-wide 
highways in Georgia, that is a sys- 
tem of paved highways that shall 
be of both inter and tra state con- 
sequence, is the main considera- 
tion, for not even Mr. Davis, or the 
other proponents of his bill, can pos- 
sibly hope to see the state return 
to a method of crazy-quilt, patch 
work roads that “start nowhere and 
go nowhere,” thereby destroying the 
very purposes sought in road de- 
velopment. A chain can be no 
stronger than its weakest link. A 
paved road designed to take a tour- 
ist from Chattanooga to Savannah, 
to illustrate, fails absolutely in its 
purpose if even one county along 
the route, by a hit-or-miss, patch- 
work system of local roads, fails 
to connect with its link in. the 
chain. 

There is no argument about that. 

And yet that is what a system of 
local county road building, without 
concert of action under one state 
head, with the money available to 
match the federal aid fund, will 
mean. : 

Under the present system [!f a 
county fails to connect its link with 


a chain: that is. fails to do its part 
in ae an inter or intra state 
road continuous, the State Highway 
commission has authority to  pro- 
ceed to put in that link. 

The advantage of that cannot be 
disputed. 

That is not all— 

Under the present system of state 
wide highway construction it is man- 
datory to butiid from: county seat 
to county seat in Georgia. It does 


not take a particularly wise Iman to 
see that such a county advantage, 
take the largest city county, or the 
smallest and most remote county, 
as illustrations, cannot possibly be 
obtained by a system—or a lack of 
system—of loca: road . building, 
without any mandatory, or  pre- 
scribed regard to the roads even of 
abutting counties. 

Again, and this is.most impor- 
tant— 

It is not possible, whatever may 
be the honest conviction of those 
favoring local road building, to get 
the full advantages of the federal 
aid unless there is not only an avail- 


able and potential state fund, to 
match the federal fund, but also a 
system of connected through roads 
upon which to apply that fund. 

That was first demonstrated three 
years ago when Georgia was unable 
to get her quota of federal aid 
solely because she had no connected 
tstate-wide highway system, upon 
which to apply it, and no state aid 
to match it. 

The conditions are less favorable 
for federal aid now without such 
system and such aid. I will go fur- 
ther and say without a concrete 
system, by a state organization, 
for maintaining the roads after 
they are built. I know what I am 
talking about because I personally 
talked to President Harding, Sec- 
retary Wallace and the new director 
of the federal bureau of roads about 
it; and the application of federal 
road funds will follow executive 
wishes, or there will not be any fed- 
eral aid. The existing law is broad 
in that respect, and the pending 
Dowell bill is specific both as to 
application to continuous roads and 
as to state maintenance. 

Let me say firmly—federal aid 
will not in the future be applied to 
any purely local county road. It is 
just as well that the members of 
the assembly get clear on that 
point. 

a 7” * . 

Out of this coming house discus- 
sion—if a free and full one, with a 
concerted desire to do the best for 
Georgia is maintained—a line of 
harmony may be traced that shall 
please everybody. I am sure Mr. 
Davis is willing to this for there 
are no more conservative or for- 
ward looking members in the 
house, and I know, as fe says, that 
he does not desire to break down 
the highway department. He is, 
however, unwittingly proceeding in 
that direction. 

Out of the discussion the existing 
highway laws may be strengthened 
by amendments without disrupting 


the state-wide system planned. A 
state safeguard may be thrown 
around the disbursements of the 
money that must pass through the 
highway department. No _ honest 
man can object to that. It can 
be held to a rigid enforcement of 
the county seat to county seat pro- 
vision, so that no discrimination 
can possibly be shown. It can be 
increased to five members. Many 
things can be done satisfactorily to 
all. 

But what should not, 
consideration, be done, 
down the system of 
state-wide highways. The distribu- 
tion of the motor vehicle taxes 
among the respective counties will 
do that, cutting off millions annu- 
ally in federal aid, and be of little 
constructive value to the state as 
a whole. 

Another point is the infinite un- 
fairness to the small counties that 
such a distribution would entail. It 
is not difficult to see that when a 
county with a-minimum road mile- 
age has only her quota to work 
upon she is infinitely in worse 
shape than by a system that guar- 
antees a system of connecting roads 
from county seat to county seat, 
with uniform fairness to all.

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It takes time to build a system 
of state-wide highways. We are all 
too prone to impatience. And im- 
patience, here and there, is no doubt 
responsible in a measure for the 
present agitation to tear down the 
state-wide system in Georgia. 

Let’s go deliberately and cau- 
tiously and with understanding 
into this matter. It is too big, too 
important to the material welfare 
of Georgia to trifle with. 

The action of the legislature on 
the Davis bill, and any strengthen- 
ing result that may arise out of 


it, will be a test of prudence. 


Editor Constitution: About the 
time that the article appeared in 
The Augusta Chronicle suggesting 
junking the district schools, I sent 
out to each of the schools in- 
quiries. Until now I have received 
reports from three s@hools. 

As to conditions existing at Gran- 
ite Hill, I have not yet received in- 
formation, however, I de know that 
the original principal has died dur- 
ing the year, which, no doubt, 
some confusion at this 
school. 

Mr. Walker, of the fifth, reports 
207 students enrolled for the year, 
and 197 boarders. 

Mr. Lewis, of Tifton, reports 186 
enrollment, 167 boarders and an 
average of 150 for the year. 

Mr. Prance, of Americus, reports 
167 enrollment, without having re- 
ceived my inquiry. This school re- 
ports appropriated values of $171,- 
000. 

Each of these schools graduates 
about thirty each year of the en- 
rollment given above, but each 
school represents about 60 per cent 
of that of the state university in 
1896 and 1897, as reported in House 
Journals of these years, by a com- 
mittee of Hon. O. E. Blalock and 
Hon. Mr. Swift,now serving in the 
house. 

These schools were established in 
1906 and were given all revenues 
arising from inspection of oils and 
fertilizers and of pure foods. It 
was not many years before the law- 
makers gave only a small per cent 
of these fees to the district schools. 
As an illustration, the total amount 
of fees for 1920 was $551,353.36. 
After paying $180,000 to the district 
schools, $371,353.36 was left. 

This amount more than paid the 
amount required by the federal gov- 
ernment to meet the like amount 
appropriated to the State College of 
Agriculture, amounting to 130,- 
062.98, there was still enough left 
to pay the appropriations to the 
State College of Agriculture, lack- 
ing about $10,000. 

A class of students that enter the 
State College of Agriculture, but 
who attend the district schools, are 
in no manner prepared to enter the 
state college until now the college 
has prepared, to a very large ex- 
tent, only students to do field and 
other work under the directions that 
eminate from the state college. 

The district schools are, in fact. 
agriculttral schools, at least, schools 
named above and some others. 
These work under a schedule which 
is a duplicate of the best schools of 
the west, and which is approved by 
the authorities at Washington, the 
teachers themseves having met all 
the requirements by that branch of 
the department of agriculture of the 
national government. 

I am sure when The Chronicle is 
fully advised as to the work being 
done by so large a number of these 
schools, it will favor junking only 
to the extent of where junking is 
needed to be me

You must have noticed that nearly 
eVery testimonial for a life restorer 
dwells eloquently on how “I could 
Scarcely eat and everything I djd 
eat turned to gas; I got so weak 
I could hardly drag myself to the 
table—but now I can hardly drag 
myself away—in fact, I have quite 
an edge on and usually take a 
snooze after each meal, thanks to 
your wonderful life-giving tonic.

FORESTRY CONGRESS

Whereas, the growth of forests in Georgia 
On millions of acres of land that will not 
be converted into agricultural use for many 
years to come ig the potential source of im- 
measureable wealth to the next generation 
of Georgians, and 

Whereas, millions of dollars of this fu- 
ture potential wealth is destroyed each year 
by uncontrolled fires and the devastations 
of unfenced hogs, and 

Whereas, Georgians of this generation 
owe it to themselves and to Georgians of 
future generations and to the nation to pro- 
tect this forest growth till the arrival of 
the day fur agricultural use aad for the 
purpose of checking the scarcity and the 
ever mounting cost of lumber fer the build- 
ing of homes for a rapidly increasing popu- 
lation, and 

Whereas, many other states have provided 
commissions for the adequate protection and 
conservation and rehabilitation of their for- 
ests, and 

Whereas, the state of Georgia is to be 
honored by the meeting of the Southern For- 
estry congress in Atlanta on July 20-22, 
which will bring to our great state notable 
visitors and public officials from many oth- 
er states, and 

Whereas, the meeting of said Southern 
Forestry congress will afford the people of 
the state the unusual opportunity to learn 
through the press and through attendance 
at the meetings of said congress much as 
to the value of this great natural resource 
and ag to the best methods of conserving 
and jncreasing that value; therefore be it 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution 
be sent to the newspapers of Georgia and 
that the people of the whole state be urged 
to attend this important meeting. 

Resolved, also, That a committee of three 
be appointed by the president of the Geor- 
gia association to collaborate with other sim- 
ilar committees in the etate for the purpose 
of urging the appointment by the governor 
of a commission to study this important 
question to the end that the state of Geor- 
gia May at the earliest possible date have 
placed on its statute books a measure that 
will give suitable protection and encourage- 
ment to the fostering of thig great natural 
asset.

Just twenty-one days ago an At- 
lanta woman, 50 years old, took 
etock of her resources. They 
amounted to $2. It was a case of 
finding employment.

Monday an American rescue work- 
er found a woman nearly exhausted 
from lack of food in a starving con- 
dition. She wag taken in an auto- 
mobile to the American Rescue 
Workers’ Home at 26 Capitol ave- 
nue. There she was given food and 
given a place where she might rest 
in comfort. 

It was the same woman who, 
twenty-one days ago, found herself 
in the predicament of no work and 
worldly resources consisting of $2.

NEW LOCAL BILL 


PLAN 1S BEATEN 


Following heated debates and an 
hour of executive session, the con- 
stitutional amendments committee 
Monday afternoon rendered unfa- 
vorable reports on all bills which 
came up before it. A particularly 
warm fight was waged over the 


measure introduced by Representa- 
tive J. B. Moore, of Appling, asking 
for adoption of a resolution which, 
with concurrenc: of the senate, 
would provide for appointment of a 
joint committee of six, three from 
the house and three from the senate, 
to draw up a bill tending to elim- 
inate legislation by the house on all 
local and municipal matters. 

The bill, recorded as resolution 
No. 46, was strongly urged by Mr. 
Moore. He claimed that many 
states had adopted such a measure 
and jts success was unqualified. He 
also asserted that much legislation 
deals with work of county commis- 
sioners, school districts, and others 
which were purely municipal prob- 
lems and should be decided upon 


| by the respective counties. 


Measure Adversed. 


After’ considerable discussion, the 
measure was adversely reported. 

A short s2ssion of the committee 
on corporations was held, but no 
action was taken, because none of 
the officers was present and the 
majority of bills were local. All 
measures were pass2d up to be ta- 
ken up again at a committee meet- 
ing Tuesday afternoon at 3:39 
o’clock. 

Another measure adversed by the 
constitution amendments committe>s 
was a measure providing for an 
amendment to the constitution of an 
enabling act authorizing all coun- 
ties to optionally appropriate funds 
necessary for installation of libra- 
ries or series of Hbraries. |. 

Those opposing the bill concurred 
in th2 opinion that the present 
time was inauspicious to offer a 
constitutional amendment, since an 
election would result in considera- 
ble expense the state and that such 
proposed bills. of much less impor- 
tance than others, should give way 
to the more important issues, 

Action on the bill providing for 
creation of Peach county was d@>- 
ferrred until Wednesday a’ternoon, 
at the request of friends of the 
measure. 

When discussion of the equal suf- 
frage bill came up two prominent 
women urged definite action at the 
present session of the legislature. 
The svecific step urged.by Mrs. W. 
H. Felton, of Cartersville, was that 
the word “male,” appearing in the 
present statute dealing with suf- 
fragwe. be struck out. She was sec- 
onded by her sister. Mrs. Mary A. 
McLendon, of Atlanta. 

Action on the amendment ,was 
postponed.

DEFINTE PROGRAM 


NOWFORGONGRESS 


Legislative Problems As- 
suming Semblance of Or- 
der—Six Weeks’ Recess 
May Begin This Week.

Washington, July 18.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Every in- 
dication to an early recess of the 
senate, possibly the latter part of 
this week, until S2ptember 8 now 
that the soldier bonus bill has been 
recommitted to the finance commit- 
tee following Secretary of the Treas- 


ury Mellon's letter urging its post- |’ 


ponement and President Harding’s 
virtual direction that it should take 
that course. 

For the first time since congr2ss 
met in April there is now some sem- 
blance of a legislative program for- 
mulated and congress will move 
along this plan unless unforeseen 
d2velopments occur. In the house 
the tariff bill will be disposed of 
this Thursday and immediately 
transmitted to the senate, where it 
will be committed and it is expected 
that. hearings befor: the finance 
committee will last approximately 
six weeks. It is during these six 
weeks that the senate will take a 
recess if the schrdule plan of re- 
publican leaders is not blocked, Up- 
on the reconvention of the senate 
in early September the tariff bill 
will be ready for the senate’s dis- 
cussion, 

House Busy. 

No recess, however, is in sight for 
the house, for ypon its disposal of 
the tariff measure it will be con- 
fronted immediately with the all- 
important question of taxation leg- 
islation. Important as the tariff is, 
representatives realize that nothing 
can be as important to their con- 
stituents as the tax problem, and 
with the tremendous output which 
must be made from th2 treasurer 
as an aftermath of the war, it will 
be difficult, if not impossible, to 
make taxes less burdensome and at 
the same time provide sufficient 
revenu? to meet current obligations. 

Passage of the anti-beer bill in 
the senate will await disposition of 
the Norris bill to create a hundred 
million dollar farm export corpora- 
tion. 

The senate declined Monday, by a 
vote of 47 to 17, to consider the bill 
at this time, and instead made the 
Norris bill the unfinished business. 

Tentative Program. 

The program as tentatively agreed 
upon by republican and democratic 
leaders, as the managers of the 
agrarian bloc is as follows: 


First. Passage of the three 
measures urged by the agrarian 
bloc, to-wit: 

(A) Authorizing joint, landstock 
banks to issue bonds at 51-2 per- 
cent instead of 5 per cent as pro- 
vided by existing law. 

(B) Permitting federal farm loan 
banks to make loans to the extent 
of $25,000 instead of $10,000 to any 
One farmer as at present. 

(C) Providing that the secretary 
of agriculture or somry2 one repre- 
senting him shall be a member of 
the federal reserve board, 

Second. Passage of the Sheppard- 
Town?2r maternity and infancy bill 
for which unanimous consent has 
been obtained for a vote. 

It is expected that the senate will 
dispose of the Willis-Campbell beer 
bill by passing it although there 
has been a stropg fight conducted 
against it by some senators who 
were in favor of the eighteenth 
amendment but who feel that this 
bill is going beyond the provisions 
of that amendment and that it is 
too radical. 

Farmer Relief. 

Upon the disposal of the beer bill 
it is practically certain that’ the 
three measures providing relief for 
the farmers will be placed before 
the senate, and it is equally cer- 
tain that the agrarian bloc will live 
up to their name and attempt to 
block any recess of the senate until 
these bills have ‘been acted upon. 

It will be recalled that Senator 
Lodge introduced a resolution call- 
ing for a senate recess about ten 
days ago prior to the recommitment 
of the bonus bill, and that his mo- 
tion was defeated by three votes due 


to the combined votes of the demo- 
crats and the republican members 
of the agrarian bloc who insisted 
that the senate must stay here until 
the farmers’ interests had been con- 
sidered. 

The senate has virtually pledged 
itself to the consideration of the 
Sheppard-Towner maternity and in- 
fancy bill, which women’s organiza- 
tions in all sections of the country 
are supporting, but doubt has been

G.0.P.IN GEORGIA 


TOBE REORGANIZED 


Complete reorganization of the 
republican party in Georgia is ex- 
pected to result from the meeting 
which hag been called for 11 o’clock 
July 26, in Taft hall at the Audito- 
rium—called by headquarters of the 
republican national committee in 
Washington with the sanction of 
President Harding. 

It is estimated that approximately 
150 leading Georgia republican 
who have been invited to this im- 
portant party conference by the na- 
tional committee, will attend. Pat- 
ronage will not be discussed, but it 
is believed that from® the eession 
will arise the nucleus of a complete- 
ly new party in Georgia. 

Clarence B. Miller, secretary of 
the republican national committee, 
will be among the prominent fig- 
ures attending the meet here for 
consultation with the G. O. P. mem- 
bers from this state. Dave Mulvane, 
republican leader and national com- 
mitteeman, of Topeka, Kan., is an- 
other whose attendance is practi- 
cally aseured. 

According to some of the local 
members of the party who have 
been in close contact with the ad- 
ministration, great dissatisfaction 
has been felt in the republican of- 
ficial ranks at the manner in which 
the party was conducted in Georgia. 
The varied splits which have fea- 
tured the party’s attempts at or- 
ganization, it is said, have made 
it necessary that something be done 
to put the party on an evener and 
more patriotic basis. 

An end to factionalism in the par- 
ty and a party which will have par- 
ty patriotism instead of patronage 
patriotism are said to be the real 
reasons for headquarters’ desire to 
reform the party as it exists in the 
state. 


DEADLOCK COMES ON 
PLAN TO LIMIT TAX

have changed in that time and our 
present system is antiquated.’ 

Continuing, he stated that the out- 
put tax on corporations was em- 
bodied in the bill for the purpose 
of taxing foreign corporations do- 
ing large businesses in the state 
and which would be otherwise ex- 
empt from taxation. The author 
recommended that constitutional 
limitations and exemptions be em- 
bodied in the bill. 

Some two hours were -devoted by 
the committee to hearing argu- 
ments on both sides of the question. 
Then an executive session was Call- 
ed and a lenethy controversy arose 
over the suggestion to amend the 
measure so aS to place a maximum 
tax limitation in it. Senator Walk- 
er, chairman of the committee, said 
that he favored an income tax for 
the state, but opposed the passage 
of a bill to provide for it without @ 
limitation on the amount of tax 
that could be raised. A _ spirited 
fight came up and at last the com- 
mittee adjourned in order that the 
members might ‘have more time for 
investigation. 

Joe Hill Hall made a strong talk 
in opposition to the bill. He stat- 
ed: “T first want it understood 
that I come before you not as rep- 
resenting certain power companies, 
including the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, in whose employ I 
have been this summer, but I am 
here engaged by certain taxpayers 
and because I, myself, oppose this 
bill. 

Should Come From People. 

“If Governor Hardwick wants this 
measure to be enacted he should 
have gone before the people in his 
race with this as a plank in his 
platform. I am not opposing Gov- 
ernor Hardwick; in fact, I voted for 
him for governor, but I claim that 
this should not be made an admin- 
istration issue. Such a grave and 
revulutionary step as this should 
have come from the people. 

“When you levy a big tax on 
public corporations the public has 
to pay in the end, as. it is passed 
down to them. And at present we 
are paying public servive corpora- 
tions high enough rates.” He at- 
tacked the output tax on corpora- 
tions on.the grounds that the cor- 
porations would be taxed regardless 
of whether it had realized any profit 
or not. 

R. S. Parker, general counsel for 
the Georgia Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation, also spoke against the 
measure, paying partiqular attention 
to the sections taxing corporations, 
He declared that if it should be 
passed in the present form, it would 
simply mean ruin for industry in 
the state. He showed that the 
measure makes it possible to tax 
corporations on both their income 
and output. 

Dr. Edgar H. Johnson, of Emory 
university, spoke for the bill, and J. 
N. Barnes, of Macon, opposed. 

Tax Commissioner Fulbright 
wound up the argument in a lengthy 
appeal for the passage of the meas- 
ure. He declared the present ad 
valorem system to be most unjust 
to the taxpayers, citing instances of 
where in hard times the farmer has 
to mortgage his little farm to meet 
his taxes, while the man in the city 
drawing a large salary is not called 
upoh to pay taxes. “Men should be 
taxed in accordance with their abil- 
ity to pay,’’ he declared. 

Rallroad Bill Adversed. 


Senate bills Nos. 64 and 75, pro- 
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posing that six men accompany local 
trains on all trips, and that all 
oun ptemees of the railroads, whether 
brakemen or firemen, pass a lit- 
eracy test and be able to read train 
orders, were adversely reported by 
the senate committee on railroads 
after a spirited fight. 

John L. Tye, attorney for the N,, 
. & St. L., in opposfiing the bills 
termed them labor union measures, 
adding that they were designed to 
make strikes more effective and 
more frequent by replacing negro 
by white firemen. R. S. Elrod, rep- 
resenting the firemen, in favoring 
the bills, stated that negroes were 
not mentioned in the bills, and that 
illiterate brakemen and firemen 
were a menace to the proper run- 
ning of trains. 

W. L. Stanley, representing -the 
Seaboard Air Line railway, contend- 
ed that responsibility rested entire- 
ly on the conductor and engineer. 
and that for the safe movement oj 
trains responsibility should be lim- 
ited to as few men as possible. He 
added that education and literacy 
did not necessarily mean gcod mem- 
ory, and that the most ignorant 
brakemen and firemen could remem- 
ber simple*‘train orders. 

R. E. Pegram, of the Southern 
road, also spoke in opposition to 
the bills, while J. M. Urguhart, rep- 
resenting the engineers, spoke in 
favor of them. 

A favorable report was returned 
on bill 100, eponsored by the Geor- 
gia Wholesale Grocers’ association, 
proposing an amendment to section 
414 of the penal code of Georgia 
for the purpose of allowing through 
trains the right to drop or take on 
fully loaded freight cars with oth- 
er than perishable freight, such as 
cattle and clothing goods. 

The bill was supported by Edgar 
Watkins, of Watkine, Russell & As- 
bill, of Atlanta; W. L. Stanley and 
R. E. Pegram. <A. S. Bradley, M. 
B. Smith and H. A. Jordan were 
present as represenatives off the 
Central of Georgia railroad, to sup- 
port the bill, but as no opposition 
was offered, they were not called 
on to speak. 

Action on bill 28, proposing that 
stops be .made at every county seat 
in Georgia by trains paseing 
through those places, was defer- 
red because of the absence of Sena- 
tor David, of Dalton, Ga., the au- 
thor. Mr. Tyler, Mr. Pegram and 
Mr. Stanley spoke against the Dill. !

Dr. A. T. Osborn will make an,.ad- 
dress on educational, vocational and 
moral guidance of the child In 
speaking of thig subject, Dr. Osborn 
Says: 

“The bill presented bv Virlyn 
Moore, asking for a small anpropria- 
tion to meet the salary and“@xpense 
for an assistant to th> state su- 
perintendent of schools certainly 
presents all the ‘humanitarian’ fea- 
tures upon which the house commit- 
tee reported favorably upon an ap- 
propriation of $8,000 for the welfare 
bureau, at a recent session. 

“The welfare of our children, the 
welfare of every phase of life, is at 
stake. The present system of clas- 
sification in our public schools and 
educational, vocational and moral 
guldance re-reived by. the present 
plan of classification is fostering a 
percentage of failures that is alarm- 
ing and pitiful. Ninety-five out of 
every hundred passing through our 
public schoo!s are ushered into a 
life of failure, and this failure en- 
tails all the horrors that can \b:3 
pictured by the human imagination. 

“If only 5 per cent of our boys 
and girls who enter upon a busi- 
ness career, are to succeed, where 
is the encouragement to try at all? 
What is our public school system 
for if it is not to train our chil- 
dren how to make a success of life? 

“Any system that is meeting with 
no larger a percentage of success 
than is our school system, in its 
failure to train for a successful! 
career, certainly is radically wrong 
somewh?re. Surely forty or fifty 
million dollars spent on any sys- 
tem ought to yield a larger per- 
centage of success than is coming 
to us in the training of our chil- 
dren in our public schools, 

“There has not come to the edu- 
cational world a movement that bids 
to be so far reaching in its influ- 
ence and general good as does the 
movement contemplated in this bill 
by which Intelligence tests become 
the foundation for educational, vo- 
cational and moral guidanc>. This 
system will save millions .of dollars 
to our state, now squandered in 
wrong classification, and will rap- 


-_idly change the percentage of fail-« 


ures from 95 per cent to 5 per cent 
or less. Every child is a potential 
success upon soma plane of activity, 
and psychological tests in our pub- 
lic schools will discover the kind 
of educational, vocational and moral 
guidance that will insure each hu- 
man being becoming a master, and a 
recogznized success in his chosen vo- 
cation 

“This movement {fs fundamental, 
and must come into recognition be- 
fore we can even in a small. way 
achieve the goa! toward which al! 
education should direct, the goal 
of a successful and happy life. Sure- 
ly the dollars that this system will 
save, the discouraged childr2n it 
will save from despair, the anxious 
parents [t will encourage, and the 
substantial contribution it wil) 
make toward solving our unsolved 
problems, is worthy of the very se- 
rious consideration of all itnterest2d 
in the welfare of the present g2n- 
reation.”

Forestry Congress 


of the Third 
| Southern: Forestry congress, which 
meets in Atlanta Wednesday, Thurs- 
day and Friday, July 20-22, cannot 
be too much emphasized: Judging 
by the large number of delegates 
who have been appointed and prom- 
ised to attend the women’s clubs, 
the railroads, the lumber companies, 
the state and federal departments 
are alive to the situation, and with 
such leaders the public must follow. 

The state forester of New Jersey, 
} who has lived in the south and is 


familiar with our conditions, in a 
recent letter to the secretary of the 
Southern F@restry congress says: 
“You know my long-held opinion is 
that the southern states can offer 
a better outlook for practical for- 
estry as a means of supporting a 
sustained lumber production than 
any other part of the country. The 
reason for this belief is the simple 
facts that your climate and soi! 
favor the rapid growth of the most 
valuable lumber trees; that you 
have much land not likely to be re- 
quired for agriculture, and that you 
are comparatively. near the prin- 
cipal wood-using centers. That is 
a combinatidn that even New Jersey 
finds it difficult to match.” 

Wm. L. Hall, of Chicago, was one 
of the organizers of the Southern 
Forestry congress at Asheville in 
1916.. At that time he was assistant 
forester in charge of the eastern 
national forests. Writing to the 
secretary recently he points out an 
ideal for the congress to work to- 
wards in the following words. “We 
are in the midst of a great move- 
ment in forestry... Much, 1 believe, 
will be accomplished but whether 
our accomplishments within the 
next few years are going to be at 
all commensurate with the problem 
before us is the question. Person-

ally I feel great encouragement in 
the strength that is coming to our 
movement in all parts of the coun- 
try. In the past we have learned 
how to meet discouragement. Now, 
and in the future, we must come 
to realize that we must expect and 
work for great things. It will -be 
easier for us to accomplish big 
things than small things within the 
next few years.” 

The Southern Forestry congress is 
working for a state forestry depart- 
ment and adequate forest laws in 
every southern state. There is no 
use letting this accomplish itself 
in twenty or fifty years when it 
can be done in one-tenth of that 
time with faith and hard work. 
meeting in Atlanta is a means to 
this end. :

by-laws governing the department 
of women’s affairs of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce. 

A committee was appointed to ar- 
range the nomination and election 
of the executive committee consist- 
ing of egiht members which will be 
the governing body of women’s af- 
fairs. 

The executive committee, 
its election, will select from _ this 
body, a chairman who will auto- 
matically become a director of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. 

Nominating Committee. 


The nomination and election com- 
mittee are; Mrs. M. P. Tagg, chair- 
man; Miss Jessie Muse, Mrs. B. M.

The matter of holding the nomina- 
tion and election of the executive 
committee will be started at once 
and it is hoped that by the end of 
the month we will have a_  full- 
fledged woman director of the At- 
lanta Chamber. of Commerce.

Section V—Commilttees. Article 1, 
The executive committee shall au- 
thorize and define the powers and 
duties of all committees. The chair- 
man shall appoint all committees 
subject to confirmation of the ex- 
ecutive committee.

Methodist ministers of Atlanta, 
following a meeting of their associ- 
ation endorsed resolutions against 
dancing, which were recently adopt- 
ed by the association and read from 
pulpits Sunday. 

The resolutions call two social 
purity rallies, and the dates for 
these have been changed to Septem- 
ber il One of these will be held 
in a north side church while the 
other will be conducted in a large 
south side church. 

The full text of the resolutions is 
as follows: 

Whereas, the social dance, always evil 
in its basis and tendency, has of late grown 
so alarmingly in extent and indecency as to 
call for earnest and desperate efforts to stay 
its blighting spread. 

Resoived, first, That we reiterate our 
absolute conviction that the social dance of 
the sexes is a menace to the purest and 
best and most fundamental things in our 
civilization, and ‘that the Methodist church 
is committed against it and all Methodists 
ought to abstain from it, and do all in 
their power to discourage the same. 

Resolved, second, That ag Methodist min- 
isters we: find ourselves emba beyond 
measure and crippled almost hopelessly in 
this fight by the influence of official ex- 
ample in the church, It ig all but in vain 
for us to c out against such a thing 
when some of the highest officials in our 
Missionary society chaperon thege dances, 
attend them, and have them in their own 
homes. It is more than difficult to restrain 
our young people over the heads of stew- 
ards and Sunday school teachers who coun- 
tenance these things in their homes or par- 
ticipate in them. We cry to our officials 
out of hearts of love and deep concern for 
hundreds of our young people who are be- 
ing swept from their moorings, cry to 
them in the name of our Lord for aid and 
support in this hour of peril. 

Resolved, third, We are so burdened with 
the gravity of this menace that we will 
read these resolutions in every Methodist 
pulpit in Atlanta next Sunday.

|'Recorder’s Clerk 
Held Up, Beaten 
AndThen Robbed 


Police Believe the Attack on 
J. H. McKerley Result 
of Grudge. 


J. H. McKerley, clerk of Recorder 
Johnson's police court, was held up 
on Whitehall] street near the rail- 
road tracks late Monday night, 
struck in the face a number of times 
with the butt end of a revolver and 
robbed of $12 in cash by five white 
bandits, who drove up in an auto- 
mobile. 

McKerley told officers who in- 
vestigated the case that he was 
walking out Whitehall when an au- 
tomobile headed for West End drove 
up along side of him, stopped and a 
man alighted, rushed up behind him 
and, leveling a revolver at him, or- 
dered him to throw up his hands 
and hand over all his money.

URGED BY COUNCIL

record asking that the boards be 
abolished. A bill calling for a num- 
ber of charter amendments, this one 


included, was introduced in the leg- 
islature, but a substitute was re- 
ported favorably from which all 
reference to the boards had been 
eliminated. 

Bentley to Fight Bill. 

Ernest G. Bentley, one of the Ful- 
ton delegation, the author of the 
substitute passed by the house and 
now pending in the senate, stated 
that he will fight any bill to abolish 
the boards. He bases his opposition 
on the ground that the mayor could 
become supreme dictator, since he 
would appoint the council commit- 
tees that would function in place 
of the boards. 

The resolution containing council's 
third request was introduced by 
Councilman Claude Buchanan. “We 
suggest to the .representatives that 
this matter was thoroughly gone 
over by this body,” states the paper, 
“and conclusion reached after due 
consideration, and we urge upon 
them to include an amendment with 
the pending amendments, so that 
the decision of the general council 
may be carried into effect.” 

In the matter of proposed building 
zones for Atlanta, the planning com- 
mission would only have the power 
to recommend to council, and to 
create any zone would require a 
three-fourths vote of the general 
council. 

Another section of this amend- 
ment. provides that all land plots 
and sub-divisions must have the ap- 
proval of the mayor and council be- 
fore going to record. 

Would Pay for incrense. 

A separate proposed amendment 
was adopted, which, if passed by the 
legislature, will authorize the city in 
instances where land is acquired 
for street purposes, either by pur- 
chase or condemnation, that to 
charg@e against any cost of damages 
asum equal to the benefits that in 
the opinion of competent judgment, 
would accrue to the property owner 
from the street improvement. 

An ordinance requiring taxi com-
